^ANGLING A JUDGE'S CHARGE. 



We can .iinagino nothing more 
cowardly than for a party press — 
carried away by a desiro to assist its 
political mentors — to wilfully distort 
the charge of a Judge to a jury. The 
garbler knows that from the very na- 
ture ot his posiiion the occupant of the 
Bench will not descend to newspaper 
polemics; and except in cases where 
to refrain from explanation would be 
to damage the public interests or 
the standing of tho Judiciary or his 
own honor, a J udgo rarely addresses 
tho public through tho medium of the 
press. The controversy that has arisen 
over the charge of Mr. Justice Creask 
to the Grand Jury upon the Kamioops 
raurder trials furnishes an instance 
where the jn-esiding Judge, not feeling 
that liis personal integrity or that of 
his brothers on the Bench has been 
impugned, or that through . the distor- 
' tion of his charge tho interests of jus- 
tice aro likely to be affected, remains 
, . silent; and had tho infatuated scribe of 
■ the N. W. Herald possessed sufficient 

:'V r common sense to hold his peace 
;, and -not provoko a controver.sy it is 

• • possiljle that his. shameful attempt to 
turn a solemn charge into a judicial 
endorsement of liis employers' neglect 
of duty would have i)asscd unnoticed. 
But emboldened by his first success the 
luckless wigiit called attention to his 
' own misdoings in time to defeat his 
object. In charginf» the Grand Jury 
Mr. Justice Crease rnade use of the 

follo\ying words; 

" Ask yoursolvea is it a magistrate the 
less or a constablo tho loss at Kiuiiloops 
that has caused or could have provontcJ 
these murders. Look deeper. " 

Exactly as spoken the aboTe ;words 
appeared in Tlif. Colonist; but as the 
quotation appeared in tho Herald tiie 
learned Judge was represented as hav- 
ing said it was " absurd " to say tliat 
a constable the lens or a magistrate the 
less could have prevented tho outrages. 
To the introduction 0?. the word "ab- 
surd " into the repoi't we oVijected. be- 
cause it was never uttered. Tho reader 
will understand that had it been used 
the Judge, would have placed himself 
in the position of a political partizan, 
and would have rendered himself liable 
to criticism if not censure. Of course 
everyone who has watched their pro- 
ceedings will understand that to the 
Governraenc press it made little "dif- 
ference whether tho word was used or 
not. It suited their purpose to claim, 
that it was employed; and they im- 
agined, too, that tho peculiarity of the 
" position of the Judge rendered it un- 
likely that he would again refer to it. 
Fortunately, in charging the petty jury 
Mr. Justice Crease had occasion to 
quote from the charge to tho Grand 
Jury the passage exactly as it was re- 
ported in The Colonist. This should 
have settled the point; but tho Herald 
-continues to contend that the word 
"absurd" was used a:nd produces as a 
reliable witness — who does the reader 
think? Nor leas nor more than its co- 
worker in tho governmental vine- 
yard — the Standard / Yes; even the 
report of tho reliaijle, unbiased, un- 
prejudiced, unpurchasablfi, virtuous 
Government organ in this city is 
dragged into. the arena to prove that 
Judge Crease employed a word that 
he did not use, and gave tho Govern- 
ment, who supplies it with advertise- 
ments by the yard, a character. A 
more disinterested witness could not 
have been produced, wo admit; but if 
we felt disposed to pursue tho Herald's 
li le of argument wo might claim 
that the weight of evidence is on our 
side, for the learned Judge himself 
and the Guardian's report are in accord 
with us. But such is not tbe obj°ct of 
this article. We write now to protest 
against the attempt of the organs to 
whitewash the Government at the ex- 
- pense of the Judiciary- — tosecurea cer- 
- tificate of good condiict by t resort to 

■ > tho base means o£ garbling a solenm 

'f* charge to a jury who were about to 
consider the most melancholy case that 
has ever come before the court? of this 
country. The. learned Judge was not 
tbere- to. try the Government. The 
Govf.rnmerit were not at the Bar — 
although the evidence shows that they 
should have been; and had he gone out 
of bis way to anticipate the ])opular 
verdict it would have been in the 
highest sense improper. "We are happy 
to know that he refrained from express- 
ing any opinion; and because the hired 
organs of the Government agreed to 
distortrthe charge in the ffjco, of the 
strongest possible testimony to the 
contrary, the distoi'tion cannot be ac- 
cepted, as, correct. Indeed, wo have 
reason to believe that the Stan- 

. '■ ddrd's' report wan "cooked"- to 
support the Herald's version by 
a person in atteridance' bri the 
Court;— of which moro anon. The 
fact is the organs put their heads 
together to shield tho Government 
" from tbe consequences of their ne- 
glect, and seized upon the Judge's 
• charge^as avwindfall.; -.They "doctored" 
Jt-^,ii6,{'they performed a surgical 
operation upon it and so mangled it 
in the ' process that its author must 
have experienced considerable dilEcultv 
in recogni/iing his own charge after 
it came from the hands of the unskill-

TO FURTHER AMEND THE POUND 8Y> 
lAW, 1878. 

WHEREAS a is txpedient to further 
amend the City Ppiiiid Mylaio; , :" 

BE IT ENACTED BY THE 'MAYOR 
and Councillors of tho Oify of Viotoria 
na follows: — • 

Notwithstanding anything coutainod,in 
tho Viotoria City Pound Bylaw, 1878, it 
sh.ill bu liiwful for the Miiyor and Coun- 
cil, by sucli person .is thuy .sliall by reso- 
lution appoint, upon the application of 
any person residing within the City of 
Victoria and ovniing or keeping within 
tho limits of the said City a dog or dogs, 
to issuo to such person a license entitling 
such person to permit his dag or dogs to 
run at largo within tho limits of tho City 
of Victoria aforesaid. Such license shall bo 
granted so as to terminate on the thirty- 
first day of Docembor in each and every 
year, and shall bo issued to such person 
on payment by hirn of the sum of two 
dollars. 

2. It sh.ill bo tho duty of tho Collector, 
or other officer or servant of tho Corpora- 
tion duly authorized by resolution for 
that purpose, on issuing the said licenso 
to register in a book to be kept for that 
purpose a description of tho dog in re- 
spect of which such license shall be grant- 
ed and tho name of the porspn to whom 
such license sliall bo delivered. And tlio 
ofTicor or sorvfint of the Corporation issu- 
ing such license shall at tlio same tiiiio 
deliver to the applicant therefor a metal 
badgo or t.ig stamped with tho year in 
which such badge or t:ig shall be issuedand a 
number corresponding with tho number 
of the record of tho issuo of tho licenso 
issued in respect of such dog. 

3. Tho owiier.or'keopcr of any dog iii 
respect of which such license shall bo 
issued as aforesaid shall cause a collar to 
bo constantly worn hy such dog, with tho 
metal badgo or tag mentioned in section 
two of this Bylaw attached thereto. 

4. No dog .shall bo permitted to go at 
largo in tho City of Victoria unless such 
dog shall wear a motal badge or tag to bo 
used under tho provisions of this Bylaw, 
and in case any dog shall bo found loose 
or going at large as aforesaid contrary to 
tho provisions of this Bylaw the owner or 
keeper of such dog sliall forfeit and pay a 
fino or penalty of not moro than twenty 
dollars, to bo recovered in tho manner 
provided for in the tenth section of "The 
Victoria Rovonuo Bylaw, 1879." 

And notwithstanding the imposition of 
any fino under tho provisions of this By- 
law, such dog shall bo liablo to bo im- 
pounded and dealt with in all respects in 
tho same manner as if this Bylaw had not 
been passed. 

5. On complaint being mado to tho 
Collector of Ta.xos of tho City of A'ictoria 
of any dog kept within tho City limits 
h.ibitually disturbing tho quiet of any 
person or persons whomsoever by bark- 
ing or hov.'liiiii, or endangering the safety 
of any person by biting or otliorwiac, tlio 
Collector of Taxes on sOch complaint shall 
issuo or cause to bo issued notice of such 
complaint to the owner or person keeping 
such dog and shall causo such person to 
remove or destroy such dog within three 
day« after tlio service of such notice upon 
such person. And if any person upon 
whom any such notice shall bo served as 
aforesaid shall neglect to remove or de- 
stroy such dog witliiiv'thc period limited 
in such notice, he sluill incur a penalty 
not exceeding tho sum of twenty dollars, 
to bo recovered by way of summary pro- 
ceedings before any .Justice of the Peace 
having jurisdiction within the City limits, 
and payment of any fino imposed under 
tlio provisions of this suction may bo ' en- 
forced in the manner provided in tho tontli 
sectiori'of " Tho Anetoria Revenue Bylaw, 
1879." 

Provided always that such Justice of 
the Peace shall bo satisfied by proper ovi-- 
dence that such dog had in manner afore- 
said habitually disturbed tho quiet of any 
person or persons in tho City or had en- 
dangored tlie safety of any person or per- 
sons in the said City by biting or ntnor- 
wise. 

Tills Bylaw shall bo read in connection 
with and form p.irt of the Victoria Oity 
Pound Bylaw, 1878, and may bo cited for 
all purposes as tho Pound Bylaw Amend- 
ment Bylaw, 1880.

TBfl Oitj'^^OuncU^^iiCoo^m by the" 

Commissioner and S^uporintondont of tho 
Water WbrEs and the^City Surveyor, 
paid a visit yesterday to tho dam at Bea- 
ver Lake. An inspection of the works 
disclosed tho fact that tho bod of tho west 
filter consists of solid rook with tho ex- 
ception of ono corner, which appears to 
have been the only part used for nltorago. 
In order to render tho bod fit for proper 
filtration this ruck will have to bo blasted 
out and it has consequently boon deter- 
mined to employ half-a-do2on competent 
men to perform the work. Tho dividing 
wall was found to bo in a thorouglily rot- 
ton and dilapidated condition throughout 
its ontiro length — 139 feet — tho material 
of which it is constructed crumbling easi- 
ly between one's linger and thumb. ' Tho 
number of mon found employed in various 
ca|>abilioa about tho works was si.\tcon. '

Mr. McLennan moved for a statement 
of each contract lot up to Slst December, 
1879, on the Pacific^.railvray- _Hp_ ina^. 
the motion, "ho'siirrf, -vvrfTfa vie w~ of "direct- 
ing tho attention of tho House and the 
Government to what he considered to be 
the great laxity which had been shown in 
cariying out tho expenditure and con- 
struction of the ro.ad, as disclosed at the 
investigation by tho Public Accounts 
Committee lust session. Ho thought a 
great mistake had been made by tho over- 
turning of tho first project for building 
the road by a sab.sidy of money and of 
public lands. But as th.at project had 
been overturned, the country would have 
to do'tho best it could with tho scheme 
as at present under construction. A re- 
markable fact in connection -with tho ex- 
penditure already made was tho diffor- 
enco between tlie ultimate expenditure 
and the cstiinato upon which the -vs'ork 
was commenced. On contract 35 there 
was «n iriere^e of S2 per cbnt. in quan- 
tities over the estimates, or a difference 
of .?147,000. On No. 14 tho increase of 
tho work over tho estimates was 80 per 
cent. , or a diflbrence of §319,000. On 
No. 15 the addition of v.'ork was most ex- 
traordinary. Tho expenditure exceeded 
tho estimate by CO oer cent, or by the 
largo sum of 1900,000. This last increase 
it wa.s stated in tho report of tho Public 
Accounts Committee, was caused bj'' a 
change of location, which had not been 
authorized by tho head of tho Public 
Works Department. It was also shown 
that while those changes were being made, 
the Chief Engineer was absent from tho 
country. Tho entire report of last scs- 
aion's investigation showed that there was 
insubordination in the engineering stall'. 
The Chief Engineer stated that he was not 
under s.alary, though he ox))Octed to bo 
rewarded for his services. In his (Mr. 
IMcLennan's) opinion, tlie engineer should 
be the paid servant of the Government 
if he did not occupy tiiat position. Pro- 
bably ho was one of that class of archi- 
tocts and engineers who lured their 
clients into excessive expenditures, and 
then, after .almost ruining them, demand- 
ed a very high commission; .in this case 
ho was afraid the Engineer would not get a 
commission, for by tho time the road was 
completed it was a question whether there 
would be any funds left. Ho gave the 
present Minister of Railways credit for 
improving tho motliod of laying out tho 
work, biit still it was unfortunate that 
the couiit^liad cbmnjeiiced tcT begin a 
first-class road instead of a colonization 
road. The ex-Premier (Mr. Mackenzie), 
in spuaking in 1879 on the subject of tho 
railway, expressed tho gratification that 
every atop lie had taken had beon with 
the entire concurrence of tho Chief En- 
gineer. This was a strange statement to 
como from thb llott.'^gelitlfeinan, and it 
would have beon better had he said that 
every stop ho had taken had been with 
tho full concurrence of the House. 

Sir Charles Tuppor — As tho Chief En- 
gineer had been the subject of censure by 
tiio lion. gentleman, the Houso wou'.ld no 
doubt listen to a few-rom.arks re;^arding 
him. The employment of Mr. Sandford 
Fleming aroso in this w.ay: In 18G2, the 
delegates representing Nova Scotia and 
New Brunswick arranged with tho Imper- 
ial Government for tho construction of 
tho Intercolonial railway, , and .it waa 
agreed* that the work should be' entrusted 
to an engineer appointed by tho Imperial 
Govornmont, an engineer appointed by 
Canada, and an engineer appointed by 
New Brunswick and Nova Scotia jointly. 
Under that .arrangomoiit, tho Hon. John 
Sandfield Macdonald, then Prime Minis- 
ter of Canada, said he would appoint, on 
behalf of Canada, Mr. Fleming. Now 
Brunswick 'and Nova. Scotia had such 
confidence in that gentleman, that they 



said thoy would agree to appoint him 
also, and tho Imperial Government fol 
lowed in the same course, so Mr. Fleming 
was cii'g.aged to construct tho Intercolon- 
ial. Wh'oh tho Canadian Pacific railway 
was to bo commenced, tho Govornmont 
asked Mr. JFleining to undertake the du 
ties of Ohief .Ihiginebr of that enterprise. 
As to the'question'of salary, he might say 
: that, as' Chief Engineer of tlie Intercolon- 
ial, Mr. Fleming received ?4,800 a year 
Tho salaries (if Ministers in . those days 
woro only §5,000, and, when Sir. Flem- 
ing took charge of tho Canada Pacific, it 
.was not thougbt proper to make his sala 
ryjlugher tiian that of tho Prime Minis- 
ter oFtho "'country. He, therefore, un- 
dertook tho duties of engineer of both 
railways without an increase in his salary. 
When tho Intoraolonial was completed in 
1870, he rcsigii(|cl hia position as Chief 
Engineer of thstt road. Reference ; had 
boon inado.toitlfe absence of Mr. . Floin- 
ing'frb|n:iHC9p^e of his duties, but he 
waa granted lea^o of absence by flio ' late 
Government, because his health had com- 
pletely' broken^ down. Since then tho 
question of salary had remained in aboy- 
;anco. The lion.^emberXMr. iMcLonnan) 
had said .tho?p l||H booh ; great extrava- 
gance. But ovfflfyonb who was familiar 
witli tU§»Q<)nstcu<!tion of .gi^eat; works, no"; 
doubt the w-'tha?ta way into the North- 
West expenditures were of necessity in- 
curred which thft Minister could not con- 
trol. Tho hon. jgontleman had also re- 
ferred to tho great disparity between tho 
estimates from .^rtain .portions of the 
w'oik ihfl tl\§r-^!|ual expenditure. -Ho 
(Sir 0KaH^j^^l^,%|feJ»?^-.di4 . 
hiraablEi-^ainoe^^^d^Mtr??^ 
thought, ilid' they. Ho bolibved, how- 
over, that tho dilliculties of the country 
had rendered it impossible for tho engi- 
neers to make an accurate estimate of the 
probable expenditure. ; Of. tho 185 miles 
recently let between W'innipeg and Lake 
Superior. a 'greatjdenl of information -had 
boon gained. In fact he (Sir •Charles) 
twice postponed tho period for receiving 
tenders because tho information gained 
had boon insufticiont. Ho thought, 
therefore, that tho expenditure on the 
185 miles would not exceed tho e.sthnate. 
Having said this much, hp might remark 
that:bo wa? I.Bo'mevi'h^ s^rpriae at the 
strictures of tlio hon'. 'hiembbr. He (.Sir 
Charles) did flatter himself that, having 
employed hitnsolf with t!,<e utmost a.ssid- 
uity to this work, having ondeavorod to 
push it forward rapidly and economically, 
that ho would havo been exempt , from 
such strictures a.s thoao of tho hon. gen- 
tleman. But, before touching on that 
point, he would .say regarding the excess 
of expenditure on Section 15 that that 
increase had beon incurred by tlio con- 
struction of embankmonts instead of tres- 
tle work, which was estimated, for. In 
liis opinion, however, the change was in 
the interests of tho- public service 'and 
•ecoi^oniy. , ^ * - - ; 

Mr. Mackenzie defe.iided his tiction to- 
wards engineers and said that ho thought 
Mr. Fleming occupied an anomalous posi- 
tion in not having a fi.\ed salary. Mr. 
Fleming pn.iscssod groat ability as 
author as well as an engineer, but ho was 
not prepared to endorse all that had.bcon 
done on Mr. Fleming's recommeudatibn. 
During five years, liowevbr," lie' had sel- 
dom difl'ered from Mr. Fleming. He 
had discussed with hia engineers tho po- 
licy of eariying the rail w.ay north or south 
of Lako Manitob.a. His first opinion was 
to go through tho most thickly settled 
portion of the country, but, subsequently 
lie favored tho northern route, Tliero 
was no>y, no doubt, that Mr. Fleming's 
recommendation that the line should pa.s3 
Jay-tlittiiiki'^fiyia tji L-ake-Mamttte to LhP' 
ingstono, and the.icu on to tho mountains 
was the best. He alleged that the Gov- 
ernment's action would havo the effect of 
making more difficult grades, and he 
would prefer increased length to such a 
change The result of the high grades 
■svould bo to enormously increa.se the cost 
of transport, and if tho route north of 
Lake Manitoba hatl boon adopted tho 
grades would have beon light. 'Iho route 
south of the Lake had, however, been 
finally adopted. Ho was much struck 
witii A paragraph in Mr. Fleming's report 
indicating that tho line soutlf w.as only 
intended to be a light temporary coloniza- 
tion road. If audi wero tiio intention, a 
groat mistake had been m.ade, and if it 
wTJs intended to build two lines thoro w.as 
serious objection to this course, as it 
would involve tho expenditure of money 
of the whole people, to furnish immediate 
facilities for certain settlers in tho Pro- 
vince.

A Seboms of 'Eookloss frofllsaoy. 

London, March C. — The Govern 
ment Bill to buy out all tlio London 
water companies supplies the .sensation 
of tlii.s week. The reckles.s profligacy 
of jSh. Cross' linanoial proposals has 
been both preceded and followed by a 
igautic speculation in shares, which 
assumes proportions of unprecedented 
.scandal. The Government pledge to 
adhere to the market price o£ shares 
last summer has been shameln sly 
broken; ;-J:%,.£9,000,000 in stocks, 
worth last 'su miner £17,000,000, the 
Govcriitnent agrees to pay .£30,000,- 
000. Since August, and before tho 
tonus of tlic bargain were known, 
shares ro.se on an average 30 per cent. 
.Since Tucsd.ay there has been a further 
rise of 40 per cent, showing that the 
Government agrees to give 70 per cent. 
above-.tiio. actual value. Tho McomniUt: 
says that, everything con8ideredi''the 
shareholders get nearly twice tho valu-' 
ation of the property. Tlie press, which 
generally hesitated at first, now de- 
nounces the sclicnie. Tlin Ministerial 
organs even condemn it. The Standard 
says, J.Vrheuevidonce ; .is: unans\verable 
that- the. iQ-bverrihient is squandering 
public money." Even the Daily 7'ele- 
graph takes the side of virtue and says 
tho measure, unless modified, must be 
abandoned. The strong opposition 
which has been organized alarms the 
speculators. Pricess wero recedin2; 
yesterday and to-day. A single house 
is reported to »have gained £800,000 
(!?3,380,000)." ' There arc numerous 
shareholders among members of Parlia- 
ment, especially in the Liberal ranks, 
but full enquiry is to be demanded, al- 
though the proposal is certain to meet 
with determined resistance.

Some time ago the AWl/^ American 
Setnew opeaed its pages to the Indian 
Chief Joseph and allowed him to tell, 
in his own fashion, liia story of tho 
difficuUies in^hich his tribe was in- 
volved withTtHe'ttnited States Goyem- 
ihenit Chief Joseph, the. readers of 
the article will remember,- ^mt in a 
very able plea from the aboriginal 
point of view, nud his contribution to 
current literature was as interesting 
and ; chft^'ctpristio iis; it was novel. 
Macniillan's iUajrojiae follbwa tho ]>to- 
cedent thus set, and in its February 
issue gives tho first place to a story of 
the Zulu nation and tho war, as told 
by Cetewayo, the captive chief himself. 
TJie narrative has been taken down 
from the ;lii>s of Cei:owayo by Captain 
Poole,"of the Royal Artillery, who 
brought the .ex-King from.Zuliiland to 
Capetown, and now has hiin in. charge 
there. It represents tho substance of 
a number of difterent intorviows, and 
contains nothing except in tho form of 
notes, plainly' distinguished ' from tho 
text,' which was not ' received direct 
from Cetowayo, through a trusty intpr- 
preter. The story lacks the dignity 
and poetry of Chief Joseph's plea, but 
it ia a simple, unaffected and seemingly 
truthful hi,story, containing no bragga- 

of lOiis taJiBtt-^p ^vitH^^n'^'^praiD?^ 
aliairs before tho accession ot Cetewa- 
yo, and its historical value is impaired 
by the fact that tho Zulus aro incapa- 
ble of expressing dates, and havo very 
vague ideas of numbers. Wo get a 
glimpse of^iCetewayp's disoipliuo in an 
incident which occurred shortly after 
his hcce.s.sion. He had called up his 
army, but when they had paraded they 
were found to bo weak, and many ab- 
sentees sent in word timi they could 
not come because thoy woro sick. Ceto- 
wayo thereupon called out a. regiment, 
and sent men down to the different 
kraals, and all tho absentees were slain 
— the ohief remarking that lie would 
save the doctors the trouble of attend- 
to their ca.ses. In 1S7S tho young 
Zulus were very restive and quarrel- 
some, and proposed a raid into Swazi- 
land solely for tho purpose of having a 
war. They wero especially liostilo to 
tho Boers, and Cetewayo admits that if 
tho Transvaal had not been annexed by 
the English, war between tho Eoers 
and the Zulus would have been only a 
question of time. Tliero was no hos- 
tility to the English among the Zulus, 
and Cetewayo says lie was ready to pay 
tho fines imposed by the ultimatum, 
but that nothing would have induced 
him to consent to the disbandinent of 
his army. He sent messengers to Lord 
Chelmsford to exjilnin his intentions 
and difficulties, but before his messen- 
gers reached their destination the Eng- 
lish had crossed tho border and war 
had begun. Cetewayo immediately 
called out the whole of his army, and 
sent out three armies to moot the three 
English columns, while ho gathered a 
large reserve force at Ulundi. His 

ln¥STtliMrMfr t)fm country, defend 
his border and then arrange a peace. 
He know that the English in Natal 
could not bring a very large force into 
t!ie field, nnd he hoped to bring the 
war to a conclusion before reinfprce- 
ments arrived from England.; He 
aimed to keep entirely upon the "dofen- 
Eive, and for this reason did not avail 
himself of the tempting opportunities 
which ofi'ered for raids into Natal, 
which would have beenpoi)ular with his 
soldiers. He admits that the battle at 
Isandhlwana, <:',^vhicli - resulted in the 
annihilation' of an English column, 
caused a very heavy loss to the Zulu.s. 
It was ten days before tho Zulu force 
which was engaged returned to Ulundi, 
nnd then only a small part appeared, 
the rest having gone to their homes 
with. their wounded or their plunder. 
This incident; illustrates the difficulty 
which- chiefly embarrassed Cetowa3'o, 
that of holding his army together after 
an engagement, even when the engage- 
ment was a successful one. The bat- 
tle at Kambula was premature, and 
was occasioned by the insubordination 
of a regiment which insislcd on at tack- 
ing and compelled .tlie, rest of- the force 
to support it . After this -Cetewayo 
realized that his cause \ya.s hopeless, 
and sent peace messages to Lord Chelms- 
ford, but his [leoplo insisted on light- 
ing. Cetewayo was not present at 
Ulundi, but was informed of tho re- 
sult there by men on the lookout, and 
immediately retreated.' Tho story of 
his flight and capture is simply told. 
Cetewayo knew nothing of tho death 
of the Prince Imperial until he receiv- 
ed a message from Bishop Colenso and 
Lord Chelmsford. Hs then procured 
the Prince's ,r.8word.;;and sent..';iti to 
Chelmsford." r^'-r.
